X@ |the greedy deſires of the great woollgrowers, who keepe the lame in their 
hands contrary to the Statute made in the fift yeere ofthe Raigne of king 
Edward the ſirt, and by the cozrupt p2actiſes of diuers Bꝛoggers, Ingrol⸗ 
ö 5 ſers, Woolgatherers and Regraters of Woolls, buying and ſelling great 
quantities of Wooll vuW2ought , contrary to the faide Statute, And after by the meanes of theſe 
Bꝛoggers the w3oolls are conueyed tothe Sta coats, and from thence conuetedout of this Kealme, 
whereby many the Clothicrs of this Realine want Woolls to ſet themſelues, ⁊ ſuch as depend vpoy 
that Trade in Wozke, to the great pꝛeindite and humderante of her Maieſties good and louing Sub- 
iects, and tonſequeutly to the generall harme of the Nealme, the number oftheſe Bꝛoggers, Ingrolſ⸗ 
ſers and Woolgatherers being growen to fo erceſſiue a multitude: Theſe are in her Maieſties 
name by vertue hereofto will and require you, That pou Her Mateſties Juſtices of Prate, and all 
other her Officers, and eueryp of you to whomit map appertaine, o2 within Whole Liberties it ſhall 
happen, to call ali ſuch perſons befoze you, as ſhall from tune to tune be complained of vnto you, to 
haue bought, ſould, offered to ſell oꝛ tranſpoꝛt any maner of woolls contrary to the ſaid Statute, oꝛ 
ſhall tontemptuouſly abuſe, oꝛ any wayes withſtand anythat are oꝛ ſhal be lawfully licenſed to buy 
and fcl! Wools, notwithſtanding the ſard Statute, their Oeputies o: Seruants, and them and cuery 
of them (as they ſhall bee bꝛought befoꝛe you oꝛ any of you) by vertut ofthele our Letters, and the 
place vou ſerue in, ſtraightly to cxam:ne, and it any perlon o2 perſons be found culpable therem, then 
to binde all ſuch to their good behauioꝛs, vnleſſe they ſhall deſiſt from ſuch their dealings, z confoꝛme 
themſelues to her Maicſtics Lawes, and withall to certifie Her Maieſties Attoꝛney generallof the 
names of euery ſuch offendoꝛs, that ſhall not ſo confoꝛme humſelfe, whereby they may be pzoceeded 
with accoꝛding to the Lawes, and accoꝛding to the nature of ſo high a tontempt. And hercof faule 
vou not, as vou and cuery of you will anſivere the contrary at your perils, Fromthe Court at 
Greenewich the eight and twentieth day of June, in the rlun. eere of her Mateſties Raigne,
